California 
Recall Put 
On Hold 

Bombshell ruling says 
counties must fix ballots 

SAN FRANCISCO I A federal appeals court 
threw California’s tumultuous recall cam- 
paign into complete turmoil Monday by post- 
poning the Oct. 7 election, citing the U.S. 
Supreme Court’s decision in Bush v. Gore in 
ruling that punch- card ballots could lead to 
some votes not being counted. 

The decision by the 9th U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals is certain to be appealed to the 
U.S. Supreme Court, putting the justices in 
a position to influence yet another monu- 
mental election. 

The three-judge panel 
did not set a new date for 
the recall, but backed 
a suggestion from the 
American Civil Liberties 
Union that the balloting be 
held during the March 2 
presidential primary. 

The appeals court unanimously ruled it 
is unacceptable that six California counties 
would be using outdated punch- card ballots. 
Those counties are already under court order 
to replace punch cards with more modern 
systems by the March primary. 

The six counties include the state’s most 
populous, Los Angeles, as well as Sacramento 
and San Diego counties. 

Ted Costa, head of the Peoples’ Advocate, 
one of the groups that put the recall on the 
ballot, said an appeal is certain.

Coast Landfall 


Storm expected to 
come ashore as 
early as Thursday 

TOPSAIL BEACH, N.C. | Residents up 
and down the East Coast boarded 
up windows with plywood, hauled 
their boats inland and stocked up on 
generators, batteries and flashlights 
Monday as a fearsome Hurricane 
Isabel churned toward land with 
winds howling at 125 mph. 

Forecasters said Isabel could hit 
anywhere from North Carolina to 
New Jersey late Thursday or Friday. 

Even though the storm was still 
at least three days away, coastal resi- 


dents were already taking precau- 
tions, and the Navy faced a decision 
whether to move Atlantic Fleet ships 
out of harm’s way. 

Officials in Baltimore canceled 
leave for staffers in the police, fire 
and public works departments. 

The storm weakened from a 
Category 5 storm with 160 mph 
winds on Sunday to a Category 3 
storm on Monday, with sustained 
winds blowing at 125 mph, the 
National Hurricane Center said.

Ashcroft Slams Patriot Act ‘Hysteria’ 


Attorney general says 
erities overplay aet’s 
threat to eivil liberties 

WASHINGTON | Attorney General 
John Ashcroft denounced as “hys- 
teria” the contention by some librar- 
ians and civil liberties groups that 
the FBI can use a new anti-terror 
law to snoop into Americans’ read- 
ing habits. 

In a speech Monday to an 
American Restaurant Association 
conference, Ashcroft said people 


are being wrongly led to believe that 
libraries have been “surrounded by 
the FBI,” with agents “dressed in 
raincoats, dark suits and sunglasses.” 

“Do we at the Justice Department 
really care what you are reading?” 
Ashcroft asked. “No.” 

A portion of the USA Patriot Act, 
passed shortly after the 2001 ter- 
ror attacks, gives federal authorities 
access to library, bookstore and other 
business records as part of terror- 
ism investigations. 

Some libraries have begun purg- 
ing their records and posting signs 


warning that the records could be 
checked by the FBI. 

The provision has drawn a legal 
challenge in a law- 
suit filed in July by 
the American Civil 
Liberties Union and 
Islamic groups. 
Officials at the 
Ashcroft American Library 

Association have 

said library records should be treated 
differently from those of other busi- 
nesses because of free speech pro- 
tections.

Lindh Killer’s Cap 
Yields DNA; Still 
No Arrests Made 

STOCKHOLM, SWEDEN I Investigators 
collected DNA from a baseball 
cap apparently left behind by the 
man who killed Sweden’s foreign 
minister but found no match in a 
national criminal database, police 
said Monday. 


The investigators also evalu- 
ated tips after releasing photos 
of a man who they said matched 
witness descriptions of the person 
who attacked Foreign Minister 
Anna Lindh in an upscale depart- 
ment store last Wednesday. 

Swedish authorities were unable 
to collect any of the killer’s DNA 
from a knife used in the attack and 
have sent the weapon to an over- 
seas laboratory for further analy- 
sis. The Forensic Science Service 


in Britain confirmed it was aiding 
the investigation, but didn’t say if 
it received the knife. 

Authorities have said the attack 
did not appear to be politically moti- 
vated, though Lindh was a promi- 
nent supporter of adopting the single 
European currency. Swedish voters 
overwhelmingly rejected the euro 
in Sunday’s referendum. 

The police have questioned 
and released several people but 
have made no arrests, (ap) 


Spy Chief 
Defends 
Iraq Dossier 

For first time, an 
MI6 head speaks at a 
public proceeding 

LONDON I Speaking by microphone 
from an undisclosed location, the 
head of the MI6 spy agency told 
a judicial inquiry Monday that 
Britain had used reliable intelli- 
gence when it warned that Iraq’s 
weapons of mass destruction could 
be deployed within 45 minutes. 

Sir Richard Dearlove, whose face 
was not shown to the court, testi- 
fied that the warning — contained 
in a dossier issued before the Iraq 
war — came from an “established 
and reliable source,” and quoted a 
senior Iraqi military officer. 

The testimony by Dearlove into 
the death of a government weapons 
expert appeared to be the first time 
that the head of the MI6, Britain’s 
secretive foreign intelligence agen- 
cy, had ever spoken to a public pro- 
ceeding, albeit from an undisclosed 
location.

Attack near Chechnya 
comes in advance of 
republic’s election 

MAGAS, RUSSIA I A truck bomb 
exploded Monday outside a gov- 
ernment security building near 
Chechnya, killing at least two peo- 
ple and underscoring Russia’s vul- 
nerability in the region just weeks 
before an election Moscow hopes 
will lead to peace. 

Officials said at least 25 people 
were wounded in the bombing in 
Magas, the capital of the Russian 
republic of Ingushetia, which bor- 
ders the rebellious Chechen repub- 
lic and shelters tens of thousands 
of Chechen refugees. 

Officials called the attack a ter- 
rorist act but did not say who might 
be behind it. There was no immedi- 
ate claim of responsibility. 

Russia has been wracked in 
recent months by bombings, most 
of which the government has 
blamed on Chechen separatists. 
The nation has been on high alert 
amid fears that rebels would try to 


stage an attack ahead of Chechnya’s 
Oct. 5 presidential election, which 
President Vladimir Putin has said is 
a key step on the road to peace. 

The explosion shattered all the 
windows in the Ingushetia head- 
quarters of the Federal Security 
Service, ripping off part of the roof 


but leaving the building standing. 

The FSB had been leading the 
Russian campaign against Chechen 
rebels. It recently handed control 
over to the Interior Ministry — a 
shift officials said indicated the sit- 
uation in Chechnya was becoming

Frustrated envoy 
storms out of Seeurity 
Couneil meeting 

UNITED NATIONS I Any attempt by 
Israel to kill or expel Palestinian 
leader Yasser Arafat would be 
an “illegal and insane act,” the 
Palestinian envoy to the United 
Nations said Monday. 

Nasser al-Kidwa said any such 
action against Arafat would mean 
“an end of the Palestinian Authority 
and would signal an end of the 
peace process.” He then stormed 
out when the Israeli representative 
began speaking. 

The Palestinians are urging 
the Security Council to demand 
that Israel ensure Arafat’s safety 
and prevent his deportation.

ROCKVILLE, MD. | Restaurant owners 
filed suit Monday in Montgomery 
County Circuit Court seeking to 
overturn a smoking ban in coun- 
ty restaurants that was set to take 
effect Oct. 9. 

The County Council passed the 
ban on July 1, carrying more sup- 
port than a ban approved four years 
ago that was eventually tossed out 
by Maryland’s highest court. 

“The action that the County 
Council has taken left us with no 
other choice,” said Claude Andersen, 
corporate operations manager for 
Clyde’s Restaurant Group.

Study: Economic 
Rebound Likely 


WASHINGTON I The U.S. econo- 
my, after three years of lackluster 
growth, is finally poised to begin a 
sustained rebound that will start 
to cut the unemployment rate, a 
national business group predict- 
ed Monday. 

The National Association for 
Business Economics forecast the 
gross domestic product, the coun- 
try’s total output of goods and ser- 
vices, would grow at a 4.5 percent 
annual rate in the July- September 
quarter and at a 4 percent rate in the 
October-December period. 

That forecast, if proven correct, 
would mark the first time since 1999 
that the GDP has been able to grow 


at a rate of 4 percent or better for 
two consecutive quarters. 

“After wallowing like a dis- 
masted sloop in a storm-tossed 
sea ... the U.S. economy finally 
appears to have hoisted its sails,” 
said Duncan Meldrum, president- 
elect of NABE. 

The group credited the mone- 
tary policy of the Federal Reserve 
Board, which has pushed the key 
interest rate it controls down to a 
45 -year low, and President Bush’s 
third round of tax cuts for providing 
the push the economy needed. 

NABE projected GDP growth 
this year of 2.6 percent and 4.3 per- 
cent in 2004.

COLLEGE BASKETBALL | A feder- 
al court in Texas upheld “March 
Madness” as a trademark of the 
NCAA and the Illinois High School 
Association. 

The U.S. District Court in Dallas 
ruled that Netfire Inc. and Sports 
Marketing International Inc. were 
not entitled to use “March Madness” 
or contests involving the NCAA 
tournament on their Web sites. 

The court ordered Netfire and 
Sports Marketing International to 
give up its Web domain name and 
pay undisclosed costs to the NCAA 
and IHSA.

One 
great line belongs to Robert’s nerdy 
assistant, who comforts him during 
his moment of indecision with the 
following bromide: “My mother says 
that some of us stay in hell because

A huge translation 
market perks up the 
publishing business 

BOOKS I The market for books 
in Spanish, already among the 
most promising in the publishing 
industry, is about to get a lot big- 
ger. Barnes & Noble Inc., is add- 
ing thousands of new books to its 
Spanish-language sections. 

Books in all categories will be 
added, from self-help to literary fic- 
tion. And Barnes & Noble.com has 
started Libros en Espanol, an online 
service that includes author inter- 
views, a best-seller list — topped by 
Sen. Hillary Rodham Clinton — and 
a guide to Barnes & Noble stores 
that sell works in Spanish. 

While much of the industry 
has struggled of late, interest in 
Spanish-langauge books has been 
rapidly increasing.

Q l want a wireless card for 
my laptop, but I’m confused 
about the different kinds. What’s 
the difference between 802 . 11 a, 
802 . 11 b and 802 .llg? 

A Wi-Fi, the technology that 
creates “hotspots” where 
computers can connect wire- 
lessly to the Internet, is a big hit, 
but buying into it is a bit difficult. 
There are now several flavors 
of Wi-Fi, unfortunately distin- 
guished only by the letters that 
describe the technical standards. 

The original technology, called 
802.11b, is now widely deployed by 
universities, Starbucks stores and 
techie homes. The equipment for 
“b” is the cheapest, with a laptop 
card costing maybe $50. Most 
laptops that come with built-in 
Wi-Fi use “b.” However, spending 
another $20 or so gets you a card 
that handles 802. Mg, the up-and- 
coming standard. 802. Mg is about 
four times as fast as “b,” and con- 
nects to the older hotspots, albeit 
at the slower speed. 

You’ll want to stay away 
from cards that only do 802. Ma. 
They won’t connect to “b” or “g.” 
802. Ma is an older technology 
that is as fast as “g,” but it hasn’t 
caught on widely since it doesn’t 
work with “b.” There are more 
expensive cards that do both “b,” 
“g” and “a,” too. 

Another letter is set to drop 
into the Wi-Fi alphabet soup late 
this year or early next year. 802. Mi 
will be a new standard aimed at 
making the wireless network more 
secure from eavesdropping and 
unwelcome guests. 802. Mi aims 
to remedy that with encryption

It Just Wants to Direct 


Garmin’s iQue PDA 
with GPS does it all, 
but belongs indoors 

GPS I Before embarking on a three - 
day backpacking trip deep in the 
mountains, through nameless boul- 
der fields and past glistening alpine 
lakes, my husband and I decided to 
introduce a new tool into our navi- 
gational repertoire. In addition to 
detailed topological maps and our 
wizened canine, we brought the 
lightweight Gar min iQue 3600. 

The $589 handheld computer, 
which looks like any other personal 
digital assistant (PDA), debuted in 
late July. It includes every feature 
you’d expect from a high-end hand- 
held and boasts sophisticated navi- 
gational equipment typically found 
in luxury automobiles. 

The iQue, which uses the Palm 
5.2.1 operating system, relies on sat- 
ellites and the Global Positioning 
System to determine the user’s 
precise location. Its cooing female 
voice purrs turn-by-turn instruc- 
tions between addresses in your 
Palm address book or any other 
“waypoint” you select as an inter- 
im or final destination. 

Garmin spokesman Pete 
Brumbaugh said the company 
launched the iQue with a target 
audience of “traveling executives.” 
Then Garmin noticed that outdoor 
enthusiasts were snapping up iQues 
at electronics retailers. So outdoors 
stores began stocking them. 

The iQue’s 320 -by-480 -pixel 
color display is far more readable 
than monochrome displays of the 


bare -bones GPS computers popu- 
lar with orienteers. It gave good 
directions, and the odometer and 
speedometer were spot on. But the 
gadget isn’t flawless. 

Several times, the iQue labored 
or failed to pick up the three satel- 
lite signals needed to determine our 
location. It seemed most troubled 
deep in the woods when the sky was 
obscured by trees. 

Another shortcoming is the lith- 
ium-ion battery. If you’re using GPS 
and getting voice commands when 


the display is at full brightness, it 
needs to be recharged every two 
hours — a problem while hiking. 

On our last day in the wilder- 
ness, the iQue mysteriously devel- 
oped a black, leaf-like mark near 
the center of its liquid crystal dis- 
play, then died. We’re not sure what 
happened. We kept it in its padded 
case, and we never dropped it or 
got it wet. Something in a back- 


pack may have dinged the display, 
Brumbaugh guessed. He empha- 
sized that the iQue is intended for 
use in a car or office. 

My husband came up with the 
perfect analogy: Using the iQue for 
remote backpacking is like driving 
a Subaru Outback on the Rubicon 
Trail. It’s more equipped than most 
vehicles to handle rough terrain, but 
it’s no Jeep, rachel konrad (ap)

Shooting Up 


The injectable heirs 
of Botox are starting 
to fill up the market 

ANTI-AGING I Botox was just the 
beginning. The popularity of the 
injectable toxin overwhelmingly 
proved that people wanted wrin- 
kle cures without surgery. Now, a 
new generation of injectable sub- 
stances is arriving. 

Botox is used primarily to pre- 
vent lines from forming during 
facial movement. Fillers plump up 
deeper lines, notably the folds that 
run from nose to mouth and mouth 
to chin. Although studies haven’t 
been completed on all of them, most 
appear to pose little risk. Two have 
already been approved by the FDA, 
CosmoDerm and CosmoPlast. 

One of the most controversial 
substances is Artefill, which is 
awaiting FDA approval. Artefill 
consists of bovine collagen mixed 
with tiny synthetic microspheres. 
The collagen acts as a glue, hold- 
ing the spheres in place. The body’s 
own collagen grows in to encapsu- 
late the spheres, which remain in 
the skin permanently. 



Botox works by paralyzing muscles, 
while new products fill wrinkles in. 


Some doctors say they are 
steering clear of all the perma- 
nent injectables. “When you have 
a permanent substance, you have 
the potential for permanent prob- 
lems,” says Dr. Rhoda Narins, a 
professor of dermatology at New 
York University Medical Center.
